Mrs. Gilly . who pleaded gu ilty to state 
mu rder and co nspiracy chaises here 
Tu esday and agreed to tu rn state’s ev i­ 
dence, did no t say why she interpreted the 
term “big man” to mean Bo y le 
That was her o nly reference to him in the 
statement. 


The statement, a rambling do cu ment 
that also co ntained the names o f two men. 
“Titler” and “Owens.” was read into the 
co u rt reco rd by an FBI agent at a pretrial 
hearing fo r Mrs. Gilly ’s father. Silo u s Hu d­ 
dlesto n, a 63-y ear-o ld retired co al miner 
fro m LaFo llette. Tenn. Mrs. Gilly was no t 
present fo r the pro ceeding. 
Titler and Owens were no t fu rther 
identified 
She said Yablo nski’s killers planned at 
o ne time to mu rder him by pu tting arsenic 
in his ev er-present, pencil-thin cigars, o r by 
dy namiting the family ho me in nearby 
Clarksv ille, and o f ho w the pay o ff mo ney — 
$10.(XK) in two installments— was wiped 
clean o f fingerprints to keep it fro m being 
traced 
In the end. ho wev er, Yablo nski. a 59- 
y ear-o ld bu shy bro wed. barrel-chested 
man. and his wife and dau ghter were sho t 
to death as they slept in their ho me. They 
were slain Dec 31. 1969. ju st three weeks

Decreased in Offensive 


WASHINGTON (AP) - To 
hear administratio n o fficials 
tell it, Mo sco w is a majo r co n­ 
tributo r to Hano i’s new o ffen­ 
siv e because o f its shipments o f 
heav y arms to No rth Vietnam. 
But a reading o f U.S. in­ 
tellig ence estimates indicates 
that So v iet weapo ns help to 
No rth Vietnam actually is far 
smaller no w than earUer in the 
war. 


Because wo rds may be am­ 
big uo us and fig ures can be 
re^ different way s, it is diffi­ 
cult to pinpo int a co ntradictio n. 
But since the Kremlin’s aid

In his State o f the Wo rld mes­ 
sag e in February .

Therefo re, 
Laird 
co ncluded, Russia is “ a majo r 
co ntributo r to the co ntinuing 
co nflict that ex ists in So utheast 
Asia.’’ 
U.S. g o v ernment so urces, no t 
allo wii^ use o f their ag ency 
name, issued to newsmen Tues­ 
day fig ures which had been 
prepared within the intellig ence 
c o m m u n i t y befo re Hano i 
launched its o ffensiv e at the 
end o f March. 
The fig ures indicate that to tal 
Co mmunist aid to No rth Viet­ 
nam in 19 71 was abo ut the 
same as the y ear befo re, as 
was the flo w fro m Mo sco w, and 
that bo th were well belo w the 
peak repo rted befo re the United 
States halted its bo mbing o f the 
No rth in 19 68 .

In 19 70, the mo st recent y ear 
studied, to tal pesticide o utput 
in the United States was 1.06 
billio n po unds, a 6.6 per cent 
dro p fro m 19 69 , the repo rt said. 
It was published Tuesday by 
the Ag ricultural Stabilizatio n 
and (Co nserv atio n Serv ice. 
“ These actio ns included can­ 
celling so me reg istered uses o f 
so me pesticides and placing 
o thers under scientific adv iso ry 
co mmittee rev iew to determine 
if uses o f specific suspect pesti­ 
cides endang er the env iro n­ 
ment.’’ the repo rt said. 
The dro p in 19 70 pesticide 
manufacture, clo sely related to 
to tal use, was the seco nd suc- 


cessiv e y early decline. Output 
ro se steadily each y ear fro m 
19 57 thro ug h 19 68 when pro duc­ 
tio n reached a peak o f 1.175 bil­ 
lio n po unds, the repo rt said. 
Pro ductio n 
o f 
fung icides, 
which includes seed-treatment 
chemicals, to taled 168 millio n 
po unds in 19 70, do wn 7.5 per 
cent. The o utput o f insecticide 
—bug 
killers 
— 
was 
501 
millio n po unds, a dro p o f near­ 
ly 14 per cent fro m 19 69 . 
An increase was repo rted fo r 
herbicides, the weed and brush 
killer, in 19 70 to a to tal o f 39 1 
millio n po unds, a 5.1 per cent 
g ain, the repo rt said. 
In the insecticide g ro up, DDT 
sho wed a sharp prc^uctio n de­ 
cline fro m 123.1 millio n po unds 
pro duced in 19 69 to 5 0.3 millio n 
in 19 70, the repo rt said. Many 
uses o f DDT hav e been banned, 
but it still is appro v ed fo r co t­ 
to n. the majo r use in the 
United States.

Issues Outweigh Personalities 


By LOUIS HARRIS 
This 
is a 
political year, where issues 
more than 
personalities are likely to make a decisive difference. 
A special analysis by the Harris Survey points up these 
cutting edges of key issues in the presidential rac^e: 
— The school busing issue is helping both President Nixon 
and Gov. George Wallace in about equal proportions, but is 
definitely hurting the leading Democratic contenders for the 
nomination. 
— Continued public worries over the slowness of recoveiy 
of the economy is hurting President Nixon and helping the 
Democrats but not Wallace. 
— Public impatience over the rate at which U.S. troops are 
being brought back from Vietnam is hurting Mr. Nixon and 
helping his potential Democratic opponents 
On the school busing issue, the Harris Survey found that 
the American people stand in opposition to busing “ to 
achieve racial balance" by a decisive margin of 7 3 to 20 per 
cent. When this division is analyzed according to how it 
affects potential pairings in this fall's election, a significant 
pattern emerges nationwide. 
If school busing were the dominant issue in a three-way 
election this fall, the electorate would divide sharply. Those 
in favor of busing go heavily Democratic, while those 
opposed vote much more for President Nixon or Gov. 
George Wallace 
However, even amor^ those opposed to busing, Wallac*e is 
unable to come up with more than 15 to 16 per cent of their 
vote, compared to his current nationwide average as a third- 
party candidate of 12 per cent. By the sam e token. Richard 
Nixon wins between 49 and 52 per cent of the vote of the anti­ 
busing group, compared with his current nationwide total of 
47 to 48 per cent. Thus, the busing issue gives Wallace an 
extra 3 to 4 points and the President an added 2 to 4 points, 
depending on his Democratic opponent. 
The significant fact about the busing question, however, is 
that both the Nixon and Wallace gains on the issue are taken 
entirely from the Democratic candidates, who lose 7 to 8 
points among persons opposed to busing for racial balance. 
And with the division in the country 7 3 to 30 per cent in 
opposition, it is more than evident that school busing at this 


point in time is hurting Democratic chances of winning the 
White House next November. 
By the same token, however, the economic issue is still 
working against the President and for the Democrats. In the 
latest Harris Survey, by 49 to 34 per cent, most people still 
think the country is in a recession, even though economists 
insist the nation left the recession behind over a year ago. 
The difference between people believing there is or is not a 
recession around election time could have an important 
bearing on the final outcome. 
Among the 34 per cent of the electorate who are convinced 
the economic recession is over. President Nixon is an easy 
winner. But among the larger 49 per cent who think there 
still is a recession. Nixon runs 6 to 8 points behind his leading 
potential 
Democratic opponents. 
Interestingly enough. 
Wallace’s vote does not appear to be affected by the 
economic issue, despite the fact that he has stressed the 
economic plight of the voter in his campaigning. 
Finally, on the question of withdrawal of troops from 
Vietnam, the Harris Survey shows that 43 per cent think the 
pace is “ too slow’’ and an alm ost identical 44 per cent see the 
rate as “ about right,’’ a close division. Politically, the pace of 
troop withdrawal issue divides the electorate decisively. 
These results clearly demonstrate how much President 
Nixon has to gain or lose by his ability to resolve American 
involvement in Vietnam by election time. If voters think he 
has been laggard in liquidating U.S. troop involvement, he 
cw ld be in real trouble. But if he has defused the issue, he 
will have clear sailing. It is apparent, however, from this 
evidence that Vietnam is still very much alive as a political 
issue seven months before election day. 
As important as any one of these issues, (rf course, is what 
the mix of issues will be as the campaign unfolds, 
particularly in Septem ber and October. If any one of the 
three reported on is front and center, then the result can be 
affected in quite different ways. In many ways this year, 
then, the issues rather than the men could well be decisive in 
the outcome of the presidential election.

while unchecked panels grew 
into a new influential arm of 
government. Congress is sud­ 
denly moving to reform the $7 5 
million-a-year 
advisory-com- 
mittee system. 
With bipartisan support for 
legislation to end secrecy, proli­ 
feration, duplication, special-in- 
terest influence and wasted ef­ 
fort. similar 
bills were ap­ 
proved Wednesday by a House 
committee and a Senate sub­ 
committee. 
The near-simultaneous steps 
were described by reform advo­ 
cates as historic victories in a 
long campaign to control the 
spread of costly committees 
which advise pubUc officials 
but frequently operate behind 
closed doors. 
The legislation’s key features 
as approved by voice vote of 
the House Government Oper­ 
ations Committee would require 
a president to reply to his 
boards’ reports; set up a two- 
year self-destruct mechanism 
aimed at keeping old boards 
from lingering in the bureau­ 
cracy after their duty is done; 
and open advisory-group meet­ 
ings and records to the public. 


Furtherm ore, a “ committee 
m a n a g e m e n t 
secretariat" 
would be created in the presi­ 
dent's Office of Management 
and 
Budget, empowered 
to 
check each advisory panel and 
determine whether it is doing 
its job or should be abolished. 
Estim ates of the number of 
existing panels range as high 
as 3,000.

similar bill. A chief difference 
is the Senate bill’s provision re­ 
quiring publication in the Fed­ 
eral R egister of all advisory 
committee members and their 
affiliations—a section not in the 
House m easure.

Jacksonville Faces Heavy Busing 


JACTiSONVILLE. Fla. (AP) 
— When the second and final 
phase of a federal court order 
on school busing goes into ef­ 
fect next September, the Ja ck ­ 
sonville system will be one of 
the most heavily bused in the 
nation 
“ We are going ahead with 
full plans to put phase 2 into 
effect. " said Francis Brown, di­ 
rector of transportation for the 
system with 20,000 pupils. 
Phase 2 will see 65.000 pupils 
— more than half the total — 
riding 
buses 
to 
and 
from 
school. Currently 44,7 06 young­ 
sters are being transported by 
361 buses. 
By staggering the starting 
hours of various schools, only 
50 buses need to be added to 
handle the increase. The gap 
between the earliest starting 
hour and the latest will be two 
hours. This year it is 50 min­ 
utes. 
While parents in laige num­ 
bers petitioned the Florida Leg­ 
islature and the Jacksonville 
City Council to beat the order 
by refu.sing to spend tax money 
for busing But neither lawmak­ 
ing body was willing to oppose 
the order issued by U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Gerald B. 
Tjoflat last year. 
Nor has the order been af­ 
fected by a referendum in the 
March 14 presidential primary, 
which 
recorded 
a statewide 
vote of 7 4 per cent against bus­ 
ing for the purpose of achieving 
racial balance in the schools. 
Ju dge Tjoflat’s order would 
establish an approximate ratio 
of 7 0 per cent white and 30 per 
cent 
black 
in 
nearly every 
school. That would match the 
proportion in the city’s popu­ 
lation. 


Some black parents have pro­ 
tested that their children have 
had to bear an undue share of 
the added busing. Seven ele­ 
mentary schools and one junior 
high in the inner city were 
closed rather than have white 
pupils from the suburbs bused 
into what the federal judge de- 
sc'ribed as high crime areas 
Black pupils from the central 


city ride buses to suburban 
schools. 
“ Busing is nothing new to 
black youngsters,’’ said Wen­ 
dell Holm es, only black mem­ 
ber of the school board. “ Be­ 
fore the 1954 U.S. Supreme 
Court decision, they were bused 
from the beaches and from 
Baldwin into the central city. 
“ When they got through the 
8th grade, there weren’t even 
any buses for them to ride," he 
said. “ If they wanted any more 
education, they had to ride a 
Greyhound bus or get to town 
some way on their own.’’ 
Holmes said many black par­ 
ents have talked to him about 
the busing situation. 


“ Some 
are 
against 
it." 
Holmes said. “ It took away 
their neighborhood schools. But 
by and Urge, my constituency 
is for it. The thing they do ob­ 
ject to is that they don’t think 
it was done equitably." 
Lillina Bush is one black par­ 
ent against it. She has two chil­ 
dren who will ride buses six or 
seven miles to school next fall. 
“ I strictly don’t like young 
children being bused out (rf 
their 
neighborhoods." 
Mrs. 
Bush said. “ It will build up 
their frustrations. 
“ I believe in equality of edu­ 
cation. but 1 don’t believe we 
have to have busing to gain it." 
she said. 
Another black parent. Fred 
Scott, approves of busing. 
“ It’s the only way we are go­ 
ing to get quality education." 
he said. “ My main concern is 
for the state and city upholding 
the laws against delinquency so 
the 
buses 
and 
schools 
are 
safe." 
Scott says his two children, 
who spend an hour or more on 
the bus each school day. don’t 
object. 
“ When a group of children 


get together and 
have fun. 
whether it’s on a bus or else­ 
where. they don’t mind the 
ride.” Scott said. 
He blamed some parents for 
the occasional trouble which 
has crq;> ped up. He said they 
put ideas into their children's 
heads. 


Anthony Glover, a fifth gra­ 
der. said he is all for busing 
because “ you get a good ride. ” 
Clanzel Brown, head of the 
Jacksonville Urban League, is 
one of the strongest advocates 
of busing. 
“ Busing is a tool that should 
be used to integrate the school 
system,” he said. “ We are not 
going back to the separate-but- 
equal philosophy.” 
One of the leading opponents 
of busing is M rs. Richard Davis 


of the white suburban area of 
Loretto. 


“ We worked so hard to move 
to the suburbs and find the 
school we want our children to 
go to," she said. “ Now they or­ 
der our children to ride 31 
miles to school and another 31 
miles back home Would you 
want three hours taken out of 
your working day? " 


School officials say the 31- 
mile ride is an extreme that 
only about 19 pupils will have 
to endure. It was created to ac­ 
commodate separate sixth and 
seventh grade centers next fall. 
Brown said no pupil will ride 
nearly so far to elementary 
schools, running through the 
fifth grade; nor to junior or 
senior high schools 
Several private schools, most 


church-related, cropped up last 
fall and siphoned off an esti­ 
mated 10.000 pupils from the 
public 
school 
system. Some 
p a r e n t s 
expressed 
dis­ 
appointment at the quality of 
education and returned their 
children to public schools dur­ 
ing the vear.

Davis Continues 
Inspection Pitch

turned over to the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Davis called a news confer­ 
ence following a documentary 
television broadcast on KYTV 
of Springfield Tuesday night 
criticizing the state program. 
He said the program apparent­ 
ly was based on federal reports 
stolen from a federal veter­ 
inarian’s car last week. 
Davis did not accuse the sta­ 
tion of the theft, but said Dr. 
Howard Jones, federal veter­ 
inarian in the Springfield area, 
had reported the theft of re­ 
ports from his federal car to 


the state Highway Patrol, the 
FB I, 
local 
police 
and 
the 
Greene County sheriff. Later 
the missing documents turned 
up on Jon es’ front porch. 
“ I’m going to take a good 
hard look” at possibility of 
prosecution, if any evidence 
turns up to indicate the thief’s 
identity, Davis said. 
The TV station featured a 30- 
minute program reviewing con­ 
ditions in southern Missouri 
meat plants as reported by fed­ 
eral inspectors. It did not give 
its source of information. 
The stolen inspection reports 
were part of the “ confidential” 
federal records Davis was or­ 
dered by subpoena to turn over 
to the Senate Appropriations 
Committee last week.

Security For Nix on 
Placed At Max imum 


OTTAWA (AP) — Maximum 


security measures are planned 
during President Nixon’s visit 
to Ottawa this weekend. 
“ It will be like the Kosygin 


and Tito visits. We don’t want 
any incidents,’’ said an officer 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police who had a hand in the 
strengthened protection put into 
effect after a young Hungarian 
emigre took a swipe at Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin in Ot­ 
tawa last October. 
Several leftist groups are 


planning demonstrations during 
Nixon’s visit against various 
aspects of U.S. poUcy, including 
American domination of Cana­ 
da’s economy and U.S. partici­ 
pation in the Vietnam war. But 
few of the demonstrators are 
likely to get more than a 
glimpse of the President, and 
one of the bigger protests is 
scheduled for after he leaves 
Saturday. 
The mounted police have 


checked private homes along 
the route Nixon will take from 
the airport to the city after his 
arrival Thursday. They asked 
how many persons resided in 
each house, how long they had 
been there, and crosschecked 
the replies with neighbors in at 
least one case.

public about the visit to make

Study Finds Police Are Guilty of Dis crimination 


NEW YORK (AP) - Police 


departments 
discriminate 


against women, to the detri­ 
ment of women, the police and 
the public, according to a re­ 
cent study by the Police Foun­ 
dation. 
“ In many cities there is a to­ 
tal fear and real hostility to the 
idea of having women doing 
anything in policing other than 
secretarial duties and dealing 
with juveniles,’’ says 29-year- 
old Catherine Milton, assistant 
director of the Police Founda­ 
tion. 
The foundation received a 


S30-million grant by the Ford 
Foundation in 197 0 to study new 
methods for policing. 


In her special research on 


women and policing. Mrs. Mil­ 
ton found that, in general: 
—Police 
departments 
are 


turning away qualified women, 
but many departments are hav­ 
ing trouble recruiting men. 
—Women are sometimes re­ 
quired to have more education 
than men in order to qualify for 
police work. 


—Women who have been 


hired as police officers are not 
used to their full potential. In 
most cities, they are still kept 
out of traffic, patrol and detec­ 
tive work. 


—In 
some cities, 
women 


aren’t allowed to take exams 


which could qualify them for 
supervisory jobs. 
—Women 
are 
sometimes 
barred 
from 
job 
training 
courses, such as physical de­ 
fense, then 
later told they 
aren't qualified for positions 
that require this kind of train­ 
ing. 


“ Personally. 
I’ve 
become 
really 
aware 
of 
what 
dis­ 
crimination means. People's at­ 
titudes about what women can 
and can't do are irrational, 
which is the nicest way of put­ 
ting it," says Mrs. Milton. 


However, she said she has 
also found encouraging signs. 
In 
several 
cities—among 


them Peoria, III. Indianapolis 
Ind , and Miami—police depart­ 
ments are sending women out 
on a regular patrol beat. Wash­ 
ington. D.C., is recruiting an 
experimental patrol force of 
some 100 women 
One of the best reasons for 
using women more extensively 
in police work is because it wiil 
benefit the police department 
and the community at large. 


says Mrs. Milton, whose book

She listed among these bene­ 
fits: 
—Police departments would 
have twice as many qualified 
candidates to choose from 
—Police service could be im­

“The platform of the New 


Democratic Coalition is based 
on one simple thesis,’’ the 
lengthly document begins. “The 
institutions in this country are 
so structured that some people 
have too much money and pow­ 
er, most people have too little. 
“Therefore, in essence, we of­ 
fer only one platform recom­ 
mendation—that the power im­ 
balances between people and 
groups be eliminated.’’ 
The NDC’s platform will be 


presented to Lawrence O’Brien, 
chairman of the Democratic 
Party and Richard Neustadt, 
temporary chairman of the 
platform committee. It was 
written after a series of region­ 
al hearings. 
The NDC calls for closing tax 


loopholes that favor corpo­ 
rations and requiring that pol­ 
luters pay for environmental 
and human decay “ out of prof­ 
its and not by passed-on in­ 
creased prices.’’ 
To redistribute wealth and in- 


cwne, the platform calls for a 
steeply progressive income tax, 
taxation of all income including 
capital gains and abolishing ac­ 
celerated depreciation on real 
estate. 
“ We must guarantee a job 


for every American,’’ the plat- 


form says, “with government 
as the employer of last resort.” 
It recommends a new concept 


of social security, including a 
guaranteed minimum income, a 
pension for all over 65 and a 
national health insurance pro­ 
gram. 
Quality education from kin- 


d e r g a r t e n through college 
should be free for all citizens 
and “ we support all efforts to 
achieve equal educational op­ 
portunity and to further in­ 
tegration, including busing." 
the platform says. 
The NDC called for prompt 


enforcement of equal opportun­ 
ity laws, supported abortion-on- 
demand and child care centers 
and eiKlorsed proposals that 
w(nnen be guaranteed half of 
the delegate seats at the Miami 
convention. 
There also are sections on 


rights of homosexuals, prison 
and congressional reform—in­ 
cluding the end of the seniority 
system—and on the press. 
The NDC also opposed any 


form of compulsory military 
service, urged reductions in de­ 
fense budgets and recommend­ 
ed amnesty for draft resisters 
who went to prison or fled the 
country.

Outspoken Shirley M aps While Others Rap and Snap

NEW YORK (AP) - She has 
been described as a revolution­ 
ary, a matriarch and a pest, 
but the person who knows her 
best says Shirley Chisholm is 
none of those things. He calls 
her “ my beautiful little star.” 
“She makes me feel 20 feet 
^11, Conrad Chisholm said of 
his wife, the first black woman 
elected to Congress, the first of 
her sex to make a serious run 
for the White House, and one of 
the most outspoken politicians 
on the national scene. 


In a Baptist church in her 
Brooklyn district Mrs. Chi­ 
sholm announced her candidacy 
Jan. 25 for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination and 
call^ for a “ bloodless revolu­ 
tion” at her party’s national 
convention. 


Mrs. Chisholm promises she 
will “ shake up the system” if 
she is elected president. 
“ I’m a revolutionary at heart 
now and I’ve got to run, even 
though it might be the downfall 
of my career.” 
She said her chances are best 
in states with a strong women’s 
movement—she is a founder of 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucus—a black population of 
30 per cent or more, and four 
or'five male candidates. But

moustache, tapering goatee and 
thinning tresses give him the 
appearance of an aging muske­ 
teer. 
A Hamburg guide book de­ 
scribes the native Parisian as a 
“ sex apostle.” He regards him­ 
self 
as 
a 
theatrical 
artist 
among artless imitators on one 
of the most wide-open streets in 
the world. Aptly, its name is 
Die Grosse Freiheit—The Great 
Liberty. 
The street branches off the 
famed Reeperbahn in Ham­ 
burg's district of St. Pauli, and 
its illuminated signs glow with 
the message of “Sex. Sex. 
Sex.” 
Durand’s eyes gleam with en­ 
thusiasm as he describes the 
grand finale of his next show- 
live sex to the strains of 
Beethoven’s Choral Symphony. 
“ It will give the public a 
warm head,” he says. “ They 
will not see it. They will feel 
it.” 
The amplified sighs of the 
show in progress seep through 
the floor of the office above his 
Erotic Theater Salambo. 
Anything goes on Durand's 
stage. Others on The Great Lib­ 
erty have followed his daring 
lead. 
Adolf Westedt is 30, but looks 
younger. He is a lieutenant as­ 
signed 
to Germany’s 
best- 
known police station, Davids 
Wache—David’s Watch. 
The station, built in 1850, 
stands on the corner of the 
Reeperbahn and David Strasse 
and has inspired a series of 
television shows and motion 
pictures.

rested in Duesseldorf ” 
There is a commotion as two 
policemen lead away a hotel 
employe who is on a federal 
wanted list for jumping bail. 
“ What’s the meaning of this*^ ” 
he demands as handcuffs are 
placed on his wrists. 


The raiders move on to The 
Great Liberty and begin writ­ 
ing up overly aggressive door­ 
men. who literally try to drag 
customers into bars. The door­ 
men and the bar owners each 
face fines of at least $300 for 
impeding pedestrians 


Westedt won’t go into some of 
the bars in the area without a 
hand on his gun. 


The night’s effort has netted 
six wanted criminals, several 
unregistered prostitutes, a car­ 
ton of pornographic magazines, 
an assorted array of gas pis­ 
tols. a knife, a small box of .22- 
calibre bullets and a stolen 
television set.

The study was repo rted to the 
Federatio n o f American So ­ 
cieties fo r Ex perimental Bio lo ­ 
g y by Dr. Humphrey F. Sas­ 
so o n and Marg ie To lder o f the 
Tex as Research Institute o f 
Mental Sciences. Ho usto n. 
Sasso o n is no w at the Feder­ 
atio n’s Life Sciences Research 
Office in Bethesda. 
The researchers said the defi­ 
ciency co ncerns “ blue v isio n,” 
o ne o f three wav e bands o f 


lig ht that peo ple see, alo ng with 
g reen and red.

lo w chalk marks o n a blue- 
g reen bo ard.” 
“ When g iv en a scho o l test 
that has been duplicated in the 
usual faint v io let co lo r, he may 
still be strug g ling to read it 
when classmates, who m he 
kno ws to be his equals o r infe­ 
rio rs. hav e finished and time is 
up.” the repo rt said. 
“ Ev entually , ho wev er hig h 
his intellig ence, he may be cat­ 
eg o rized as a po o r perfo rmer, a 
slo w learner, perhaps with

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 
Command announced today the 
cut of 640 more troops from 
American forces in South Viet­ 
nam. including a helicopter unit 
with 30 aircraft. 
The latest units phased out 
included Troop D. 7th Squad­ 
ron. 17th Cavalry, a helicopter 
unit, 
and 
its 
headquarters 
based at Lane Army Airfield 
near Qui Nhon on the central 
coast. The other units were mil­ 
itary police, transportation and 
headquarters companies. 
U.S. officials have insisted 
that despite the current North 
Vietnamese offensive. Ameri­ 
can troop strength in Vietnam 
will be cut to 69,000 by May 1 
to meet President Nixon's time­ 
table. The last official report 
put U.S. troop strength at 90.000 
last Thursday. 
Some 30,000 more airmen are 
based in Thailand and between 
18,000 and 20,000 men of the 7th 
Fleet are operating off the 
coast of Vietnam, engaged in 
air and gunfire operations in 
support of the South Vietnam­ 
ese. ._________________

Compromise 
Auto Repair 
Bill Approved 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
House backers of better-built 
cars have driven a stripped- 
down auto-repair bill out of a 
subcommittee after some deli­ 
cate maneuvering 
In a move aimed at saving 
consumers billions of dollars in 
car-body-repair 
costs, 
advo­ 
cates accepted a compromise 
version of a federal standards- 
setting bill Tuesday and said 
they feel certain it will be tak­ 
en to the House floor soon. 
The bill, which emerged from 
the commerce and finance sub­ 
committee without dissent, is 
fashioned around a bumper- 
standards plan intended to pro­ 
vide protection for cars in low- 
speed crashes. The standards 
probably will focus on cutting 
damage from a crash at 5 
miles per hour 
A more comprehensive ver­ 
sion passed by the Senate 89 to 
4 last November requires feder­ 
al standards covering the entire 
vehicle to make cars more re­ 
sistant to crash damage and 
less expensive to repair.
